Claim 1 

The invention relating to claim 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 
1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 (see page 2, upper right column, line 13 to lower right column, line 5) describes 
stopping receipt of information and switching to telephone communication in a case when there is a 
phone call during receipt of a broadcast, music, data or the like from an information source. 

Document 2 (paragraphs [0030] -[0032]) describes art for continuing playback music data without 
answering calls from persons on a black list or persons neither on a black list nor white list. 

With respect to calls during operations other than phone conversations as described in document 
1, it would be easy for a person skilled in the art not to answer calls and to use the art for continuing 
operations other than phone conversations as described in document 2, and to use for-fee contents 
serving as the received information as described in document 1. 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 6 

The inventions relating to claims 2, 3, 5 and 6 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Document 2 (paragraph [0032]) describes recording of counterparty's message after the 
device automatically plays a message functioning as a response to calls during a playback of 
music data, and cutting the line after the device plays the automatic message.

Claim 4 

The invention relating to claim 4 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 
1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Playback during receipt of information is a common matter.

A device capable of receiving internet radio is well-known, as can be seen from the 
descriptions in documents 3-5. A device having an IP telephone function is a common matter.
